**age Two 
Fanatic Moslem 
Caused Killing 
in Pakistan 


KARACHI, Pakistan (AP) - 


The airport driver whose truck 
killed a Polish official Sunday is 
a 
fanatic 
Moslem 
who 
was 


trying to wipe out the visiting 
Communist delegation, police 
said today. 


"I want to eliminate all ene- 


mies of Islam," Feroze Abdul- 
lah said in a statement to the 
police. "I wanted to kill all the 
visiting Polish party who are 
Socialists. Socialism is against 
Islam, and Socialists want to de- 
stroy Islam and Moslems." 


Driving 
an 
airline 
cargo 


truck, Abdullah crashed into the 
receiving line Sunday at the Ka- 
rachi airport during the wel- 
come for President Marian Spy- 
chalski of Poland. Spychalski 
was not hurt, but Deputy For- 
eign Minister Zygfryd Wolniak, 
a Pakistani security official and 
two 
Pakistani photographers 


were killed. 


Twenty other persons were in- 


jured. 


Police were still uncertain 


whether Abdullah was part of a 
conspiracy or acting alone. But 
ithey arrested two other drivers 
he was seen talking to shortly 
before the tragedy. 


Another 12 persons including 


some airport security men were 
being questioned in an attempt 
to learn how the unauthorized 
driver got into the area. Three 
police officials in charge of air- 
port 
security 
arrangements 


were suspended. 


Authorities said some local 


Polish emigres are also under 
investigation. They said a num- 
ber of Poles are employed by 
Pakistan Airlines, and a search 
is on for a Polish woman who 
was in charge of the airline's 
catering department and who 
disappeared after the tragedy. 


The police said Abdullah is a 


member of the fanatic rightist 
Moslem party Jamaat Islaami 
and told them: "Death 
will 


come one day, and it is better to 
die in the cause of Islam and Al- 
lah." 


The chief of Jamaat Islaami, 


Husain Sadiq, issued a state- 
ment saying his party had noth- 
ing to do with the airport inci- 
dent. 


Thinks Nixon 
Shouldn't 
Have Waved

SAN JOSE, Calif. (AP) - Po- 


lice Chief Ray Blackmore says 
he "would have liked it a lot 
better" if President Nixon had 
not flashed a "V for victory" 
sign to antiwar demonstrators 
at a Republican rally here last 
Thursday. 


But Blackmore said Monday 


the President was never in dan- 
ger from the chanting crowd 
and added that reports of vio- 
lence at the demonstration had 
been exaggerated. 


"A few rocks were thrown. 


There was a verbal attack. That 
was the so-called 
violence," 


Blackmore said. 


He said San Jose State Col- 


lege students and police alike 
"were smeared" by descrip- 
tions of "a hail of rocks and 
eggs," but declined to disclose 
whom he blamed, saying, "I 
don't want to get involved in a 
political dispute." 


He also refused comment on 


student assertions that it was a 
deliberate provocation for Nixon 
to make the V sign, but com- 
mented: 


"I would have liked it a lot 


better if he had not gotten on 
the car and waved. We felt the 
sooner we could get him out of 
there the better. A delay of a 
minute could be crucial, but we 
did get the President safely out 
of there, so I can't say it was an 
error." 


Chris Mosher, 23, a nonstu- 


dent leader of Medical Resist- 
ance, a group organized to 
treat persons injured in demon- 
strations, said 
four students 


were injured by police clubs and 
30 affected by an irriiant gas. 
Blackmore said one officer suf- 
fered a broken finger. 


Mosher said a search of the 


site of the demonstration after 
the 
presidential 
party 
left 


turned up "four rocks, a couple 
of bottles and a stick or two." 


Blackmore said he saw one 


bottle thrown, heard sounds of 
one or two other missiles, and 
had evidence that one car in the 
presidential party was hit by a 
rock. Windows were broken in a 
bus near the end of the presi- 
dential motorcade. 


"Who threw the rocks? I don't 


know. H could have been work- 
ing people," Blackmore .said at

nervous breakdowns, but also 
on whether they had ever been 
bothered by: 


Nervousness, 
psychological 


inertia, 
insomnia, 
trembling 


hands, nightmares, 
perspiring" 


hands, fainting or blackouts, 
headache, dizziness 
or heart 


palpitations. 


In one of its major findings, 


the report declared: 


"The over-all per cent report- 


ing having had a nervous break- 
down was 4.9 per cent and an 
additional 12.8 per cent reported 
having felt an impending nerv- 
ous breakdown ... without its 
actual occurrence 
... for a 


combined rate of 17.7 per cent 
or almost one out of five with 
an estimated 20 million adults 
having experienced such severe 
psychological distress." 


The survey found proportion- 


ately more women than men re- 
ported 
nervous 
breakdowns. 


Black women had a significant- 
ly higher rate than white wom- 
en. 


Women reported breakdown 


threats almost twice as fre- 
quently as did men, and had sig- 
nificantly higher rates for the 12 
distress symptoms. 


But the report found only two 


symptoms with significant dif- 
ferences by race for the same 
sex for both men and women. 


"These 
were 
nervousness, 


with white men and women hav- 
ing a rate more than 15 per cent 
higher than Negroes; and dizzi- 
ness, wherein Negro men and 
women had slightly higher rates 
than whites ...." 


The survey found more symp- 


toms of distress among less-edu- 
cated and lower-income groups. 
On a geographic basis, North- 
eastern adults had lower rates, 
while Southerners had higher 
rates than average. 


.Among unexpected findings, 


the Public Health Service re- 
ported lower rates of breakdown 
among persons who had never 
married—especially white wom- 
en—and among working men 
and women compared with re- 
tired men and women house- 
keepers, respectively.

NEW YORK (AP) - Lyrics 


about drugs and rock groups 
that use hard drugs have been 
barred by one of the nation's 
top 10 record companies. 


Mike Curb, 25-year-old presi- 


dent of MGM Records, 
an- 


nounced the new policy Monday 
and called drug groups "the 
cancer of the industry." 


"As records become hits, the 


groups perform, not just in New 
York and San Francisco, but in 
Atlanta, Tennessee—all 
over. 


When they appear, smashed out 
of their minds, and describe a 
great experience they had on 
drugs, they glorify drugs. I 
credit hard drug record acts 
with starting hundreds and hun- 
dreds of new drug users," Curb 
said. 


He said he was making the 


announcement in the wake of 
the drug-related deaths of Al 
Wilson of Canned heat, Janis 
Joplin and Jimi Hendrix. 


Last Sept. 14, Vice President 


Spiro T. Agnew accused some 
song writers and movie makers 
of promoting the drug culture. 
Agnew said, "It threatens to sap 
our national strength unless we 
move hard and fast to bring it 
under control." 


MGM is the first major record 


company to announce an anti- 
drug policy, although some ra- 
dio stations have said they will 
not play songs promoting drug 
use.

night, but it was Hanratty, com- 
ing off the bench, who bailed 
out the Steelers in the fourth 
quarter. He threw a touchdown 
pass and led them to another 
score. 


"I'll never sit on the bench be- 


hind a second-year man," Brad- 
shaw said. "It's obvious Coach 
(Chuck) Noll will have to make 
a decision at the end of the 
year. He's given me all the 
chance in the world but I 
haven't done anything. And if 
I'm going to be on the bench, I 
want to play behind a veteran 
so I can learn. 


"I really don't mind if I don't 


start. But Terry's young and 
I'm young. If the coach says 
he's. No. 1, fine, then ship me 
out. 
I just wouldn't be happy 


playing behind him." 


Bradshaw started the national- 


ly televised game but Hanratty 
took over midway in the third

KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 


storm of controversy over Oak- 
land's 17-17 pro football tie with 
Kansas City continued today 
but there was clarification on 
one major point: 


Oakland's Ben Davidson was

City quarterback Len Dawson, 
the incident which touched off 
a wild melee with only a min- 
ute 
remaining 
in 
Sunday's 


game. 


It was the manner in which 


Davidson 
tackled 
Dawson 


which caused referee Bob Fin- 
ley to step off 15 yards against 
Oakland. 


The fight started after Daw- 


son ran 19 yards to the Oakland 
29. Davidson jumped on Daw- 
son, and wide receiver 
Otis 


Taylor of the Chiefs jumped on 
Davidson and started swinging 
both fists. 


At first, it was believed Da- 


vidson piled on Dawson after 
the quarterback was tackled. 
Films show that Dawson had 
not been tackled but stumbled 
to the ground when he tripped 
over one of his own players. 


When Taylor dived into Da- 


vidson, he drew a 15-yard pen- 
alty, offsetting the Davidson 
penalty, nullifying the play and 
returning the ball to the origi- 
nal scrimmage line. 


After 
order 
was 
restored 


eight or 10 minutes later, the 
Chiefs had to kick, and the 
Raiders moved to Kansas City's 
41-yard line on Daryle Lamoni- 
ca's passing. With three sec- 
onds left, George Blanda tied 
the game with a 48-yard field 
goal. 


The game's outcome was ex- 


tremely important. 
Oakland's 


tie lifted it into first place in 
the American Football Confer- 
ence's West Division. A Kansas 
City victory would have elevat- 
ed the Chiefs into a tie for first 
with Denver. As it turned out, 
Kansas City remained in third 
place.

The former 
first lady told with warmth and 
charm of family life in the man- 
sion—nonstate dinner meals of 
tapioca pudding and "country 
fried steak," a Christmas in the 
White House with all the John- 
sons together. 


When Frost asked her about 


her emotions when daughter 
Luci was converted to Roman 
Catholicism, Mrs. Johnson ex- 
plained that her daughter had 
been on a life-long search, add- 
ing she was happy the girl found 
what she sought. Was it not a 
shock for her Protestant mother 
and father? 


"Not for him," Mrs. Johnson 


said. "Lyndon was born ecu- 
menical."

Dear Doctor—I have had 


my chest fluoroscopod and 
the heart specialist said 1 
have a very tiny heart. I 
have tachycardia a t t a c k s 
and have a lot of dizziness 
each day. Digitalis seems to 
help, but I'm concerned that, 
if I take it all the time, it 
will venftially build up poi- 
sons and not work any more. 


Dear Reader—Digitalis is 


often given to patients lo 
control or prevent irregu- 
larities 
of lhe heart 
and 


sometimes lo improve the 
heart f u n c t i o n or correct, 
heart failure. It is a very 
important medicine. No pa- 
tient taking digitalis should 
ever discontinue the medi- 
cine unless his doctor tells 
him to do so. 


Usually, each patient has 


to be studied awhile to find 
out what is the right, amount 
of digitalis he should take 
for 
a 
particular purpose. 


This is sometimes 
difficult 


for the physician to deter- 
mine and, if the p a t i e n t 
doesn't follow the doctor's 
instructions, it becomes im- 
possible. 


Digitalis can indeed be- 


come a poison, to to speak, 
and we call this digitalis in- 
toxication. Even the best 
heart specialists often have 
trouble telling whether the 
patient needs more or less 
digitalis, since both heart 
disease and too much digi- 
talis cause similar problems. 


The body does not develop 


a resistance to digitalis to 
the point that it won't work 
any more. It is true that pa- 
tients devetop tolerance to 
certain medicines, but digi- 
talis is not one of them. Keep 
taking your digitalis unless 
your doctor thinks you are 


getting too much, then fol- 
low his directions carefully 
to the letter.* * *

since lhe other ingredients in 
coffee may have some ef- 
fects on the digestion. If you 
have indigestion, burning in 
the pit of the stomach or ex- 
cess acidity, p e r h a p s it 
would be wise to stop all 
forms of coffee. If your prob- 
lem is relieved, you can try 
a decaffeinated product and 
find out if it causes the indi- 
gestion to return or not. 


Now, of course, if you use 


cream in your coffee, that 
adds to your fat i n t a k e . 
C r e a m contains saturated 
fats. The same is true for 
most commercial cream sub- 
stitutes. Sugar in coffee is 
another source of calorics. 
By the end of a year, two 
cups of coffee a day of any 
type with lots of cream and 
sugar 
will account 
for a 


number of pounds of excess 
fat, 
unless you expend the 


excess calories by your level 
of physical activity.

Doctor Takes 
Over as Chile 
President

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - Dr. 


Salvador Allende, a Marxist So- 
cialist elected with strong Com- 
munist support, becomes presi- 
dent of Chile today in a half- 
hour ceremony that launches 
three days of celebration. 


Before 200 congressmen and 


representatives of 70 foreign 
governments, outgoing Presi- 
dent Eduardo Frei was to pro- 
claim the results of last month's 
runoff election in Congress, then 
drape the Banda de O'Higgins, 
a silk sash signifying the presi- 
dency, over Allende's shoulders. 


Taking office with Allende is a 


15-member Cabinet, including 
three Communists. Except for 
Fidel Castro's Cuban govern- 
ment, it is the strongest Com- 
munist participation in a west- 
ern 
hemisphere 
government 


since the overthrow of President 
Jacobo Arbenz Guzman in Gua- 
temala in 1954. 


Allende won a plurality in 


September's general 
election 


over a representative of Frei's 
left-of-center Christian Demo- 
cratic party and a conservative. 


Congress elected Allende to a 
six-year term last month after

The 62-year-old new president,

auguration. He said he brought 
Allende an oral message from 
President Nixon. The Chilean 
press accused Nixon of snub- 
bing Allende by neglecting to 
send the customary congratula- 
tory note, but Allende said he

and Moore were found guilty of 
assault and battery and were 
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fined $200 each plus court costs 
by Plunkett.

Plunkett said Burke did on at 
least one occasion touch one of 
the defendants.

Amateur Hour 
Finally 
Dropped by TV

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


years went by but the scenario 
remained the same. The hoof- 
ers, crooners and comedians 
performed frantically for the 
audience's 
approval, 
then 


basked in the applause that 
brought them one step nearer to 
the elusive world of "show biz." 


Ted Mack's Original Amateur 


Hour, the oldest program on 
network 
television, 
had 


emerged 
unscathed in the 


changeover from radio to tele- 
vision, survived two wars and 
settled into a comfortable rou- 
tine while the rest of television 


sought desperately to under- 
stand the taste of its audience. 


The show finally died, quietly. 


CBS said Monday it had been 
canceled, when it was not re- 
newed by the sponsor, Geritol. 


The Amateur Hour had*, not 


been seen since late September, 
but its disappearance was not 
noticed because of a number of 
National Football league dou- 
bleheaders that preempted its 
Sunday slot. 


For nearly 23 years—36 years 


counting the time on radio—a 
parade of performers presented 
their 
routines 
to 
audiences 


across America.. 


Most 
remained 
amateurs, 


even if they won. But over the 
years some of the entertainment 
world's most luminous personal- 
ities had their first national ex- 
posure on the show—and a lot of 
them went away losers. 


There was skinny Frank Sina- 


tra, a member of the "Hoboken 
Four" quartet. They were on in 
1935, and lost. Ann-Margret ap- 
peared in 1957 but the audience 
gave its vote to a South Ameri- 
can who played a tune on a lau- 
rel leaf. 


Some winners who went on to 


professional success included 
comedian Jack Carter, 1941; 
singers Pat Boone, 1953, and 
Teresa Brewer, 1938. A fat 12- 
year-old soprano named Maria 
Kalogeropoulos made the win- 
ners circle in 1935. She went on 
to greater operatic fame as Ma- 
ria Callas. 


Over the years, more than 


25,000 acts were presented—bar- 
ber-shop 
quartets, 
dancers, 


standup comics and specialty 
acts. They often had unpro- 
nounceable names and came 
from immemorable places. 


The ones who made national 


television were already survi- 


vors of a stringent screening 
process. Three units of talent 
scouts crisscrossed the country 
constantly looking for new tal- 
ent. Mack estimated that only 
one out of 25 applicants made 
the TV grade. 


At auditions in Nashville, the 


scouts turned down a young 
man with an unusual singing 
style. His hair kept falling in his 
eyes and he wouldn't stand still. 
His name was Elvis Presley. 


The show was started in 1934 


by Major Edward Bowes when 
he was the publicity-minded di- 
rector of a Broadway movie 
house. It became a pioneering 
program on network radio in 
1935 and within a year was the 
rage. 


When Bowes died in 1946, 


Mack, a saxophone player who 
had been his talent supervisor, 
took over. 


He presided over the first 


l*a*e Nine 


television broadcast, on Jan. 18, 
1948 over the four-station Du- 
mont 
television 
network—six 


months before Ed Sullivan's 
variety hour made its on-cam- 
era debut. 


CBS long tolerated the rela- 


tively low ratings of the show— 
10 million viewers—because of 
its low cost. "We're devoted to 
the show," a CBS executive said 
in 1968. "We wouldn't lose it for 
the world." 


But the Amateur Hour is gone 


and the viewer's nervous empa- 
thy for a star in the making can 
now be replaced by the animal 
joy of seeing the middle line- 
backer crash through for a 
crunching tackle.

Tossup for 
Governor, 
Many Think

Arkansans streamed to the 


polls by the thousands this 
morning to vote in the general 
election to make their choice 
for governor and a handful of 
other state offices and ballot is- 
sues. 


A heavy voter turnout was in- 


dicated based on mid-morning 
spot checks around the state. 


The turnout in Benton County 


was reported "pretty heavy" 
with 
some 
boxes 
reporting 


twice as many voters as in 
1968's general election. 


An exception was in Saline 


County, where county officials 
said the turnout was expected 
to be lighter than in 1968. 


"Very heavy here," came the 


report from Fort Smith. Sebas- 
tian county officials said the 
turnout may surpass the 27,182 
record established in 1968. 


Moderate to heavy turnouts 


were reported 
from Fayette- 


ville, Jonesboro, El Dorado and 
West Memphis. 


Skies were clear and tem- 


peratures were crisp with con- 
tinued good weather predicted 
throughout the voting 
hours. 


The National Weather Service 
said there was a 10 per cent 
chance of snow flurries in the 
higher elevations of Northwest 
Arkansas. 
' The contest creating the most 
"Interest 
was the governor's 


race. All three candidates were 
predicting victory. 


Most political observers, how- 


ever, viewed the contest a toss- 
up between Republican Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller and Dem- 
ocrat Dale Bumpers, with 
American party nominee Wal- 
ter Carruth a distant third. 


An estimated 600,000 of the 


state's 881,403 registered voters 
were expected to cast ballots in 
the governor's race and a va- 
riety of other contests, includ- 
ing a proposed new state con- 
stitution. 


Rockefeller's camp predicted 


at least 600,000 people would 
vote. Deloss Walker, Bumpers' 
campaign manager, anticipated 
a vote of 625,000 to 630,000. 
There were 615,595 votes cast in 
the 1968 governor's race be- 
tween Rockefeller and Marion 
H. Crank, who was the Demo- 
cratic party nominee. 


The vote predictions 
were 


based not only on a three-way 
governor's race, but also on the 
fact that the ballot will cover 
the proposed constitution, an at- 
tempt to repeal the state's full- 
crew train laws, and a proposal 
to raise the corporate franchise 
tax to finance bonds for con- 
struction of a state library 
building. 


There were three other con- 


tests for state constitutional of- 
fices. They were: 


— For lieutenant governor,

Jr., 45, of Little Rock; Demo- 
crat Bob C. Riley, 45, of Arka-
